phosphate of lime, magnesia, alumina 
gelatine, albumen and calcium carbonate' 
Many attempts have boon made to make 
an artificial substitute, but until recently 
they havo proven unsuccessful. 


Experiments on tho line of reproduction 


of tho natural product by employing its 
natural constituents. 
The process is 


brlelly, to treat quicklime with sufficient' 
water to convert It to a hydrate, adding 
to It, however, just before it becomes com- 
pletely hydratod, an aquoous ijolution of 
phosphoric acid, and, while thoroughly 
stirring, Incorporating Bmall quantities 
or calcium carbonate, magnesia and alu- 
mina and, finally, the gelatine and albu- 
men dissolved In water. 


Thus Is obtained a plsstlc, Intimately 


mixed mass, which Is set asida to allow 
completion of the action of the phosphoric 
acid upon the ohalk. A day latsr while 
the mixture is still plastic, it is pressed 
into tho desired form and dried In a cur- 
rent of air about 150 0., and after boing 
kept for turee or four weeks it becomes 
perfectly hard. 


The proportions, which can bo colored 


by the addition of suitable substineea 
are: Quicklime, 100 parts; water300 part*• 
phosphoric acid solution 
(1.05 specific 


gravity^, 75 parte; calcium carbonate 16 
parts; magnesia, 1 to 2 parts, alumina 
precipitatad, 5 parts; gelatine, 15 parts-

Growing Vegetables by Electricity. 
Experments looking to the increaM 


of soil productiveness to an unknown 
extent liy means of electricity are novi 
making. They have not been in progresi 
long enough to determine certain!) 
whether the promise they give will b« 
fulfilled but that promise is dazzling 
The government agricultural stations oi 
several of the states, among them espe 
cially Ne\)j York and Massachusetts, ar( 
investigating the subject carefully. Si 
multamonsly scientists in Europe sat 
experimenting in the same direction 
Tho remits arrived at by Professoi 
Warner, of the Massachusetts station, 
indicate that electric currents acting ot 
plants and vegetables dissolve out frott 
the soil the salts which the roots need b 
nourish them, thus allowing these salt! 
to be absorbed quickly by the roots, in 
creasimc the plant's growth rapidly. 


Meantime a vegetable gardener at Ar 


linotnn Mima 
has been doing som< 
practical work on his own account tnai 
discounts all the achievements of thl 
Bcientif c men apparently. Mr. Rawson 
the vegetable gardener, had some flowei 
beds OH a certain side of his yard thai 
did no1 thrive and never had thriven.

mense antiquity of clvllzatlon in "Weitoin 
Aela, whence, as a centio trade art

lltoiatuia sptoad woslvtaid to the Greeks 
and Italians, and eastward to India and 
China

least as early as 2500 B C distinct civil-
